On rereading your paper it is no^ lede impressive. I did seo a few things, 
minor thing, - should liave called Jo Jiour attention earlier and X wan interrupted when 
lialf-way tlirougli it by wliat represents other institutional failures, those that permeate 
and liave in one instance notliing to do with the assassination or its investigations. 

I did not start reading 'it until yesterday morning because am fresher in 
the early morning and because tliere usually is no interruption that early. But when 
lialf-way through it I stopped at a little before 3 a.m. to have a light breakfast and 
to see what TV news has then.

A featured item was that the defnse in the- ^impson caie was going to call 
Lab agent Wliitehurst as a witness because he had beenylritical of the work of the 
Bab in many prosecutions it which it angled its reports, etc. 

Well, that reminded me immediately of the undenied criticisms of the FBI and 
its Lab in NKVER AGAIN! , along with Fiji pictures establishing tto legitimacy of what 
was attributed to Whitehurst. But lol there was the FBI denying the truth of those 
mrifiicisms and saying it had reviewed 250 cases and found no legitimacy for any such 
claims. That in turn reminded me of the many time I put myself under oath and subject #’ 
to the penalties of perjury if I lied to attest to FBI perjurty in those cases. 

So, 1 started to get what 1 could U3e in writing Simpson's lead attorney, 
J olinnie Cochran. The letter grew as I though and had time^tf am miling you copies 
when I leave in about an hour for my early-morning walking, blood testing and p.t. 
wihout the attachments to it all of which you liave. I did send it to Cochran by BedEx, 
it3 fastest, to be deliver d in LA this morning beforo 10:30 a.m. But later the news 
was that he had decided against calling WhitehurjS. 

Tliat was the tliird day of mention of Whitehurst and his ctiticism of the Lab for 
which ho worked. So I wa3 immediately reminded of how hurtful to getting truth and fact 
to tlio people it was that Jim £esar still had not held the press conference on the book 
four months after he promised to hold it. I decided against calling him, knowing his 
practise of world. ng late, and decided to call the news offices of ABC, CBS and NBA in 
Washington about the time their eurly morning /Network news shows are aired. I de^yed 
calling until theism the possibility those news staffs might be engaged in preparing 
segments to bo aired then. But I did get their supposed numbers from the DC information 
operator. The number I wa3 given for ABC got an intercept reporting a wrong number. 

The number I was given for CBS was that of a federal agency. And the number I was given 
fpr NBC was that of its Washington station and it answered with a recoiled announcement

of buttons to push for all the world as though dial phono systems no longer exist. I 
checked t.ith tho information operator, by chance got the same one and got all the same 
numbers as correct. That took care of tliat. But imgine network news organizations 



tliat cannot be reached through the jjbone system and have done no tiling to correct that! 

So I ^ left to do a little grocery shopping that gives me a lialf hour or more to 
walk with th: assistance of a grocery cart. Jt gives me more stability than my cane. On 
return at close to six, and tills was before my phoning started, x had the morning papers. 
The Post had both a trial stpry and a Washington story on the complaints against the 
FBI and its denials. Later x phoned the Post. 

At about 7:30 X phono ^esar at home. When he answered the phone a I asked, 

"Are you wide awake?" u e sounded as though X had awakened him and I did want him to 
be fully alert. ^Je said he was. I told him that calling attention to NLVH AGAIN! although 
late could have topicality and could get some attention, Le said lie had written mo 
why lie had not hold tho press conference, implying that he would not became after five 
months he lias not read tlie book. So x told liim I regretted that to him nothing had any 
meaning other than the multitudinous theories which I referred to as '’Sshit" and I 
hung up. I continued ^eparing to mail to Cocliran. Tliat required some copying. Not 
very long thoroaf ter^fcr phoned to say ho liad not been wide awake and to repeat what he 
had said earlier, my best shot was through Cochran. ll^ho lias no interest in attracting 



attention to the assassination investigation and who, if ho ever saw what I sent him, 

could not for at }eost two days, after the end of court ye s ter da y at tj?je earliest.

There is bo way of knowing how\ell the press conference would liave been
